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Bird Walching is a very inleresling hobby, and the number of 
bird watchers is increasing hy the day . We are really glad about it, 
and are trying our level best to create interesl amongst young and old 
alike. 


We regularly arrange' Nalure Camps'. Uplo now we have 

uccessfutty carried out camps at Pune, Varandh, Shrivardhan, 
Lonavala, Sinhagad, and Mana1i (Himachal Pradesb). 
At presenl we are working on a plan to converl and develop 
Pashan lake ( 13 Kms away from Pune) inlo a well managed Water 
Bird Reserve. 


This checklist of birds in and around Pune has been prepared 
after sludying the birds for about two years. We have tried not to 
include subspecies, as their idelltificauon is quite diflicuII. II may 
also be noled that some flycatchers, warblers, leaf warblers may not be 
included due 10 Ihis reason. 


Our warn bird walching has been restricled to SOme areas in Pune, 
a key to which is given below, to make the compreheosion of this list 
easier. The Geographical area taken into consideralion around Pune 
is 16 Kms. and due to this reason, we have nol included sOme species 
like Spoonh;Us, Painted Storb, Great Indian Buslard, elc. even though 
they have been spotted mere twenty Kms. away from Pune.

It has been noted that Ihcre are quile a number of birds which 
are not expecled to find in geographical area of Pune, but are seen 
sometimes. We have put them under S i.e. Stray. The most prominent 
of Ihese strays are Sarus Crane. F1am;ngoes. Black Ibis, Ruddy 
Kingfisher etc. 
Aulhentic reports of new observalions are most welcome giving 
details of place, time, date, no. of birds, and possibly a photograph, 
and any oilier additional information, so that we can have a more 
upto date checklisl in Ihe next edilion.
